In fact, Islam's success has been fundamentally based on 
Allah's Will, Power, Support and Guidance, the unrivalled 
great and strenuous efforts, rhetoric, eloquence , honesty, 
truthfulness and the firmest belief of Allah's Seal Prophet 
and Apostle Muhammad (peace be upon him) and the 
great efforts of the companions of Allah's Prophet and 
Apostle Muhammad (peace be upon him) who fought with 
him defending the seal religion of Islam and the Seal 
Prophet and Apostle of Allah ( Glory be to Him) .

Khalid Ibnul-Waleed went on fighting for the glory of 
Islam.

But Abu-Jahl, later on, led a 
large force from Mecca to the plain of Badr, about ninety 
miles south west of Medina, to defy and challenge the 
muslims and show them that they were much stronger 
than them.
